The congregation of the 


flat Congregational Church will continue to worship in the old 


oa Clay street The site will not be sold and a new church 


THE TRIBUNE is of the opinion that the congregation of 


the First Congregational Church would have served their own 
Interests better by adopting Dr. Palmer's eminently practical 
suggestions. It is more than probable that the First Congrega- 


Chnrch will decline in usefulness and religious influence 


not to move involves a distinct financial loss. Business on Clay 
street will not extend south of Thirteenth as long as the church 
remains there. That is a fact which will not be altered by quar- 
nirnf With it. The shopping district is rapidly spreading out to 
to the north and west, but it refuses to extend down Clay street 
because of the church. IHs useless to say this should not be so. 
It is so, and like any other fact must be treated as a condition. 


But the value of the church site is decreasing because of the 


unimproved condition of the thoroughfare on the south. Today 
the property will not sell for as much money as it would have 
sold for two years ago. Two years from now it will bring less 
&an it wifl today. Therefore the congregation is losing money 
•y continuing to use the present church. 


H the building now in use answered the needs of the congre- 


gation the case would be different The decrease in the value of the 
property could be viewed with equanimity, but it is a recognized 
fact that a new house of worship is a necessity. Nor is the pres- 
ent site large enough for the development work in which it is 
proposed the First Congregational Church shall engage. Besides 
the cost of building on the present site is an unsolved problem. 
Selling the present site and building on another a few blocks away 
would solve the problem, but alas, that solution has been rejected 
by the congregation. 


The First Congregational Church is now confronted with a 


twn-fold danger. The church site will decline in value as build- 
ing and business recedes from it, and in a little while the congre- 
gation wifl find itself worshiping in a decaying wooden structure 
situated in a decaying quarter of the city. Instead of being in 
the heart of the business district it will be on the ragged edge. It 
will suffer by comparison with newer and handsomer churches, 
and wifl be located in an unfashionable and unprogressive quarter 
of the city. 


The trustees of the church have decided in favor of staying 


in tile business center, but business refuses to stay where the 
church is. Business is going away all the time. Nobody can 
force it to remain in close' company with the church, therefore 
the argument for the retention of the present site is a vanishing 
condition. The condition which is just beginning to manifest it- 
self will be painfully in evidence two or three years hence. When 
the old church becomes still more antiquated and dilapidated, 
the congregation will find that business has fled from the neigh- 
borhood, likewise a large percentage of the value of the church's 
property. 


We are sorry that this should be so, but it is foolish to pre- 


tend that it is not so. Being sorry is no excuse for hugging a de- 
lusion after the period of deception has passed. A sentimental 
interest attaches yj the First Congregational Cuuicli uccauoe iL& 
pulpit has long been famous for eloquence and piety. Eev. J. K. 
McLean, a gifted and much-loved divine, preached there for many 
years. His memory is still green in Oakland. As long as he filled 
its pulpit, the First Congregational Church was filled with wor- 
.snipers and it was pointed to as the leading evangelical church of 
the city. Until recently it kept in the front rank of the city's 
churches, but now its attendance is declining and its congrega- 
tion is marking time, hesitating to take a step which wisdom 
prompts because it has been left an ideal that has turned to clay. 


The congregation want to remain where they are, but they 


want a new church built on more spacious grounds. But the rea- 
son for clinging to the present site is fading away, and there is 
money in sight to build the new church for which there is so 
much longing. One cannot help wishing that the First Congre- 
gational Church had at this time a pastor so practical in bis out- 
look on life, so sincere in his Christianity, yet so business-like in 
his ideas as Dr. McLean. 


We think his advice would be to sell and build elsewhere. The 


church can chain itself to dry rot, but it cannot chain business 
to the ground on which it stands. Dr. Brown's idea was that the 
church should stay where business was, challenge Mammon in 


- his very temples. But business will not stay to keep the church 


company, and in going away is taking with it the value of the 
church's property. The resolution to remain in the business cen- 
ter has defeated itself, since the business center is moving away, 
leaving the church stranded among derelicts. It is now on the 
border of a district already flavored by mild decay.

How fo Build 3 City. 


It is to be hoped that Dr. Werner Hegemann's suggestions 


regarding street planning and civic adornment will stimulate the 
pride and public spirit of the citizens of Oakland. Their energies 
need a tonic. They have yet to learn that the best laid plans will 
come to naught unless backed and pushed by organized effort 
Our citizens must take a hand with energy and enthusiasm or all 
their fine resolutions will end in smoke. It is our way to endorse 
plans drawn on paper and straightway forget them, or rather pass 
them up for somebody else to cany out. Sad experience tells 
what becomes of them. 


Dr. Hegemann may be called a civic architect He is a prac- 


tical idealist in planning civic development. He never loses sight 
of utilities and commercial possibilities in his schemes for mak- 
ing cities attractive. It is his aim to serve public convenience 
first, letting all else come afterward. He realizes that cities above 
all else are places for people to dwell in and transact business in, 
and hence his schemes for civic improvement are based upon 
sound business principles and directed with a view to obtaining 
the best results by dealing with conditions as they exist with the 
means available. 
•«» 


He tells us how to avail ourselves of what we have, how to 


make the most of our opportunities with our resources. In other 
words, he informs us how to plan and carry out our scheme of 
municipal development in the way to secure the largest returns 
for the money and energy invested. As Dr. Hegemann is the 
foremost authority in the world on city planning, his suggestions 
have a value far above the recommendations of the ordinary com- 
mercialized civic expert. He is not looking for a job, and is not 
wedded to theories. In suggesting plans of improvement, he 
never loses sight of conditions. The beauty of his schemes is their 
flexibility and adaptability. They fit in anywhere because they 
are based upon broad principles of culture and utility. His idea 
of street planning is quite simple, but it is the simplicity of an 
artist with a practical eye.. Each street plan must be governed 
by the topography and physical contours of the site, and the 
adornment of streets must not interfere with their use as high- 
ways. A city laid out in accordance with his ideas will not only 
be beautiful, but convenient to traverse. Its buildings will show 
to the best advantage. Nor is utility sacrificed by efforts to ap-

RICHMOND. Oct 14.—The collection of 


the city tax levy for the fiscal year 1913- 
14 commenced this morning in the offices 
of City Tax Collector I. E. Marshall and 
•will continna until the last Monday ia 
^November, at which time they becomo de- 
linquent. 


Marshall this year has the largest 


amo'jnt of taxes to collect in the history 
of the city, for the increase of property val 
ues has given the assessed • valuation a 
hig raise, although the tax rate for muni- 
cipal purposes remains the same as be- 
fore. In addition to the regular tax levy 
this year there is the special tax for the 
tunnel and harbor sinking fund on the 
bonds, which brings the total rate for the 
assessed valuation of $100 up to $1. There 
are more than 6000 property owners in the 
city, the largest being the Standard Oil 
company, which pays nearly one-third of 
all the taxes to oe collected. Marshall 
and his deputies liave been "busy for a 
month Trriting notices and receipts and 
were thus prepared for the rush of work 
which began this mornlns. 


Some time ago the people voted to give 


the city council power to remove the tax 
limit of 60 cents on tha assessed valuation 
of $100 and now find out that by so doing 
have lowered their taxes notwithstanding 
the fact that the rate was raised to $1. for 
tho valuation was made loir, and the 
county takes the city's valuation for its 
levy, and had the municipal rate been 
raised the valuation would have had to be
